Nor fhall His Majefty be obli- 
ged by Virtue of this Treaty of Peace, to 
Redeem any of his Subjects now in Slavery,,

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but it ' (hall depend abfolutely upon His Ma- 
jefty, or the Friends and^Relations of the faid 
Pcrfons in Slavery, without any limitation or 
reftriaibnof time, to Redeem fuch, and fo 
many of them from time to time, as fliall be 
thought fit, agreeing of as reafonable a Price 
as may be, with their Patrons or Mafters for 
their Redemption, without obliging the faid 
Patrons or Mafters againft their wills to fet 
any at Liberty, whether they be Slaves be- 
longing to the Beylicque or Gaily, or fuch as 
belong to the Bafhaw, Dey governor, or any 
other Perfons whatfoever. And all Slaves being 
His Majefties Subje&s, fliall, when they are 
Redeemed , enjoy the advantage and benefit 
of abatements of the Duty due to the Royal 
Houfe, and of the other Charges, by paying 
fuch reafonable Sums as any Slaves of other 
Nations iifually pay when they are Re- 
deemed.
